To enjoy hit game hunting the sportsman must 
go to the more remote seetions of tile country. 

In the east. the Adirondack* :i n«l the woods of 
Maine are the most easily reached for the man who 
i* after deer and liear. and the Canadian provinces 
for moose, deer, carilion and Mack liear. 

If < lk, grizzly bear, goat and sheep are wanted, 
tin' western states and British Columbia are certain 
to afford fine sport. 

The season for deer is now o|ien in Arizona. Cali- 
fornia. Colorado. Georgia. Idaho. Isiuisiana. Maine, 
Montana, Xew York, North Carolina, Oregon, South 
Carolina, Virginia. Washington, West Virginia, 
Nevada, New Hampshire and Xew Mexico. 

in New Jersey deer hunting is permitted on Oc- 
1 oiier Id. 28. .Hi. and November fl. 

Next mouth the deer season opens in Alabama. 
Arkansas. Florida. Michigan. Minnesota. Mississippi, 
Missouri. South Dakota. Texas, Vermont aud Wis- 
, shi sin. and in lteeemher Massachusetts and 1'ciin- 
sylvania. 

In Alaska the season is open for moose, deer, 
Is-ar. - euriboii. goat and sheep. 

Minnesota is the only state that has open season 
for iiiooso. It liegius on November 10 and closes 
on November 30. The season is now mien in British 
Columbia. Xew Brunswick. Northwest Territory, 
Nova Scot la. Ontario. Quebec and Yukon. In other 
provinces the season miens in November, except 
Newfoundland. 

Bear is unprotected in all territories, states and 
provinces with the exception of Alaska, Arkansas, 
California. Louisiana, Minnesota, Mississippi, Okla- 
homa. Pennsylvania, Washington, Wisconsin and 
Quebec, which prescribe an open and close season. 

OPEN SEASONS FOR BIG GAME. 

The season is already opea In Alaska, Washing- 
ton. Quebec. Minnesota and Pennsylvania. In other 
states the season o|iens next month, with the ex- 
ception of Oklahoma, which protects the bear only 
in a few counties. 

For antelope the hunter must go to Manitoba, 
which has an o|x*n season from November 20 to 
Disttaiicr 10 . 

Tlie season is now open for elk in Idaho, Montana 
nnd Wyoming and the province of Yukon. In Sas- 
katchewan it begins November 15. 

Tlie goat season is open in Idaho. Washington. 
Alberta, British Columbia, Northwest Territory and 
Yukon. • 

Sheep may be killed in Wyoming. Alberta, British 
Columbia and Yukon. The season in northwest terri- 
tory begins December 1. 

The earihou season is already open in these Cana- 
dian provinces: British Columbia, Nova Si-otia, On- 

tario. Quebec and Yukon. Other o|iening dates are 
Octolier 21. Newfoundland; November 1, Alberta; 
November 15, Saskatchewan; November 20. Mani- 
toba. and December 1. Northwest Territory. 

A limited amount of fair hunting may, of i-ourse, 
Ih» found in many states not generally considered 
as Wg game territories, but the sixirtsman who 
outfits for a special trip after big game will be 
more fully satisfied by deciding to go to those 
regions known as first class hunting grounds. 

WHERE TO GO IN MAINE AND CANADA. 

A brief anil selected list of the best seetions 
of the country is included in tlie following list: 

Maine lias long been famous for its moose, deer 
niul caribou, and while the moose is now protected 
iu Maine, good deer huutiug is found throughout 
the northeastern part, and Greenville, Katahdin, 
Kineo. 'Patten, Ashland and Portage have long 
been known as good outfitting points. 

Washington County and tlie vicinity of Browns- 
ville and the upper Moosehead Like region are good 
Imuting grounds, and esix-cially good bear country 
also. 

Tlie Rostigouolie country, across tlie Maine border 
in Canada, is recognized as a particularly fine big 
game region and affords the best moose, caribou 
and deer hunting in the world. 

Pe^th. Heed's Island, Bathhurst and Lake Pal- 
ft+y. New Brunswick, are in a good country. 

Canada is the big game huuters’ happy hunting 
grounds. Debee Junction and Fredericton are out- 
fitting points for bunting in the Minimi chi, Oro- 
niocto and Leawick regions, where bear, caribou, 
moooe and deer are plentiful, liartlaud and St. 
Ijeoaard arc good places to start in quest of bear, 
mooae and caribou, while deer and black bear are 
plentiful. l

NEW SPORTSMEN’S CLUB ORGANIZED LATONIA MEETING AGAIN POSTPONED 

Lloyd's Neck Club to Encourage Aviation — Polo Nothing Definite Announced When It May Be Re- 
Field and Mile Race Course to Be Built. sumed — Old Rcsebud to Winter at Hot Springs. 



New York, October 22. — Tlie Lloyd's Neck Club, 
with Reginald C. Vanderbilt as president, has been 
iueiirjxirated and has taken a large tract of land 
at Lloyd’s Neck. L. I., for tlie purpose of promoting 
tlie science of aviation, including Ixitli laud and sea 
work. Many nationally important business men are 
members. The aim is to supply the Government 
with a valuable school for aviators. 

The vice-presidents of the club are Harry Payne 
Whitney and Lawrence Lewis Gillespie. Samuel 
Wiliets is secretary and Henry Sanderson treas- 
urer. 

The primary purjxise of the organization is pat- 
riotic. It is designed to encourage the study of 
aviation and practice in tlie use of hydroplanes. 
Tlie club has taken 260 acres facing lying Island 
Sound, a few miles from Oyster Raj- and Hunting- 
ton, thirty-nine miles from the Queensboro Bridge. 
The automobile roads leading to tlie property are 
excellent. Two and one-half miles of the tract 
fronts on the water. 

A farm house and lxirtahle barracks will afford 
accommodations for men who take |xist -graduate 
instruction. The tiinlx-r supply in tile immediate 
neighborhood makes tlie extensive use of coal un- 
necessary. It is intended that the club shall 1 **- 
eome a social -center after the war. and a eluli 
house will be erected in keeping with the ideas of 
the siKiusors. 

An eighteen -hole golf course, 0.000 yards long, 
lias already been surveyed under tin- direction of 
Devervux Emmet, a noted amateur. A polo field 
and race inurse of a mile also are projected. 
Yaehtiiig is to receive much attention. A limited 
number of persons not connected with military 
service nmi aviation will lx- accepted as members. 
Tin* New York offices are at 501 Fifth avenue.

Midvale, Mont., is on the edge of the Blackfeet 
Indian reservation, and u good starting point for 
going into the mountains after sheep aud goat. 

Cody, wyo., is the headquarters for a trip into 
the mountains. Elk, sheep, deer, moose and bear 
an- plentiful. 

Big Horn, Wj'O., is an excellent big game conn- 
try. 

Bedding, Cal., is a starting point for hunting 
trips to the mountains where big black bear aud 
deer are plentiful. 

McKenzie Bridge, Ore., is a good point to start 
for the big game found in the Cascade Mountains, 
where elk, antelope, cougar, deer and bear are 
Plentiful. 

North Bend, Wash., is a good stopping off place 
to begin the trip into the mountains for moose, 
caribou, sheep, goat, grizzly bear and brown bear.

DEATH’S TOLL OF STEEPLECHASE RIDERS 

Baltimore. >M„ October 22. — The autumn of 1918 
will go down as a season of ill luck for the steeple- 
chase jockej's. Within three weeks four of them 
were beckoned by death, and this quartet composed 
practically the cream of the cross-country riders. 
Those who will never again hold the reins over a 
thoroughbred are Willie Allen, J. Craig, Booth 
Br.vant and Johnny Clark. The latter, a soldier at 
Camp Meade for the past couple of months, was 
called away on Sunday. He was a victim of the 
influenza. 

Telegraphic information from Brooklyn. N. Y., 
states that H. Alex, a flat rider of more or less 
prominence, died yesterday. Alex was ailing last 
Saturday a week when he piloted A. H. Morris’ 
two-year-old Ticklish in a race at Laurel Park. 
That evening he made an effort to enter a local 
hospital, but was unable to do so, owing to the 
crowded condition of the institutions in this city 
because of tlie prevailing epidemic. Then he de- 
cided to go to Brooklyn, where his sisters reside. 

Craig succumbed after falling from his mount and 
being kicked in the bead by another member of 
the field week before last, and Bryant died from a 
bullet wound he received following an argument 
over a game of crajis. Johnny Clark was buried 
today with military honors. Clark hailed from 
Toronto, Canada.

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THOROUGHBRED THE ESSENTIAL TYRE 

Value in Imparting Desirable Qualities to All 
Utility Breeds Pointed Out. 

The late Major Foxhall A. Daingerfield, who for 
so many years successfully managed the famous 
Castleton Stud of James R. Keene and who was 
regarded as one of the world’s authorities on the 
thoroughbred horse, a short time before his death 
in an address to the horse breeders of Kentucky 
on the subject “The Thoroughbred Horse, His Origin 
and His Uses,” pointed out that while the premier 
position in the equine world belongs to the thorough- 
bred, it is not solely that he is the hero of “the 
sport of kings,” but that he is the highest develjp- 
ment of a type that is essential in imparting de- 
sirable qualities to all of the utility breeds. Major 
Daingerfield’s address is well worth reprinting at 
this time when t lie government is seeking the most 
desirable type for the production of army horses. 
Mr. Daingerfield said: 

“My highest ambition in life has been to develop 
to its highest type and greatest ability every do- 
mestic animal. The game cock, fox hound, pointer, 
setter, shorthorn, saddle horse, trotter, etc., and 
even men have at certain periods of my life inter- 
ested me, but my environments in recent years have 
enforced the crystallization of my thought and en 
ergies u)>on the thoroughbred horse. 

“The breeds used in the establishment of the 
English thoroughbred were the Arab, the Barb and 
the Turk, and horses of these breeds were from 
time to time imported to England and crossed on 
the speediest and best of the native English mares, 
and their progeny by pure eastern sires of on? or 
tlie other of the breeds named to the fifth genera- 
tion gave tlie right to registration as an English 
thoroughbred. Of the importations to England from 
time to time of these eastern horses, all did not 
prove of equal merit as progenitors of speed and 
endurance — or ‘stamina,’ as it is termed in horse - 
ology — and the descendants in tail male from Par- 
ley's Arabian, tlie Godolpliin Arabian and the Byerly 
Turk eame to be considered the elect lines — the 
English thoroughbred. 

Later the pre-eminence of certain race horses 
anil sires descended through these and kindred chan- 
nels brought three horses into such prominence as 
to constitute their descendants the equine aristoc- 
racy of England. These horses were Eclipse, Herod 
and Matchem. And in England and America and, 
indeed, in almost all countries where the thorough- 
bred is known, keeping these lines in due proportion 
in the pedigrees of their blood stock is regarded 
a measure of safety. 

“The term thoroughbred, when applied to horses, 
has become synonymous in ordinary usage with ‘a 
horse entitled to registry, or registered, in the Eng- 
lish General Stud Book.’ This, by reason of the 
establishment in England from eastern infusions of 
tlie breed so denominated. 

“The American Stud Book, compiled by the late 
S. D. Bruce — the first volume of which was pub- 
lished in 1873, only eight years after the close of 
tlie war between the states, in which Virginia (till 
then the premier state, since colonial times, in tlie 
production of race horses) was completely devas- 
tated by contending armies — contains the names 
of horses satisfactorily proven to Bruce to be thor- 
oughbred, but not in all cases by evidence recog- 
nized by Weatherby as sufficient, yet which have 
proven tlieir patrician ancestry and purity of blood 
by their deeds and produce. 

ENGLISH THOROUGHBRED IMPORTED EARLY. 

“From early colonial days racing was jiopular and 
English thoroughbreds of merit were imported from 
tlie mother country. Diomed, by Florizel, out of 
Juno, by Spectator, foaled in 1777, won the first 
Epsom Derby in 1780, and was imported to Virginia 
and died the proiierty of Colonel Hooraes of tiiat 
state. From him descended in tail male Sir Arcliy, 
Timoleon, Boston, Lexington— and all Kentuckians 
know the rest. 

“Glencoe, by Sultan — Trampoline, by Tramp, 
foaled in 1831, won tlie Two Thousand Guineas in 
1S34 and was imported by James Jacksou of Flor- 
ence, Ala., in 1836. All the world owes him tribute. 
His name should be written in capitals and spoken 
by horsemen witli uncovered heads. 

“Leamingtcn, imported by R. W. Cameron of 
Staten Island, N. Y.. and Australian (Millington) 
brought over iiy A. Keene Richards of Georgetown, 
Ky., in the year 1838, have left their impress upon 
our blood stock. Of the many more recent impor- 
tations some have done good, many harm. We have 
hope, from some now active and great cause, to 
regret the removal from our shores of a recent im- 
portation and more recent exportation which gave 
more promise as a progenitor from his first than did 
our remote ancestor of the same name for liis. 

“M.v studies and experience teach that in estab- 
lishing a type close inbreeding is essential. Bates 
and Booth in the establishment of tlieir unrivaled 
short horse found it so. The families of horses 
that have survived have started from closely inbred 
foundations. How can we expect a male to be 
more impressive upon his first offspring than his 
electively bred mates if he has no greater concentra- 
tion of the specific blood element desired than tlie 
mate has of some less desirable element which may 
control? 

“Yet, while close inbreeding is the only road to 
tlie achievement of a perfect and established type 
— to tlie highest results possibly obtainable — it is tlie 
most dangerous in the hands of tlie uninformed or 
inexperienced, for the reason that perfect soundness 
(individual and hereditary soundness) must be found 
in animals of kindred blood to be mated. A ten- 
dency to a specific weakness may be increased by 
mating kindred animals having a hereditary tendency 
to such weakness as certainly as specific strength 
may be intensified and made a characteristic of the 
Progeny of such close union which will be trans- 
mitted to their descendants. This is true of tem- 
peramental as well as physical characteristics. 

GREAT FAITH IN HEREDITY. 

“My reading and observation give me such faith 
in heredity that I firmly believe if men and women 
of purely Puritan stock and kindred blood should 
intermarry and tlieir children, in each succeeding 
generation, have an additional (purely Puritan) 
infusion, that the fifth generation would be burning 
witches, chasing Roger Williams into the wilder- 
ness and consigning to eternal lieli ‘infants not a 
span long.’ 

bile the premier position in the equine world 
belongs to the thoroughbred, it is not solely that lie 
is tlie hero of. tlie ‘sport of kings,’ but that he is 
the highest development of a type that is essential 
in imparting desirable qualities to all of the utility 
breeds. Tlie thoroughbred of highest t y pc is neces- 
sarily the one that must to tlie greatest extent im- 
part his desirable qualities to utility breeds. To 
enable the thoroughbred breeder to procure or pro- 
duce tlie host, conditions must exist which justify 
the expenditure of tlie vast sums necessary to pro- 
cure produce the acme of perfection of its kind or 
the nearest approximation possible thereto. 

“Tlie hunter, the charger, the saddle horse, hack- 
ney, cob, French coach (demi-sang), the trotter, 
pacer ami even the better class of horses for gen- 
eral agricultural purposes owe much of their value, 



their courage, beauty and endurance to thoroughbred 
infusions, and all would deteriorate without fre- 
quent new infusions from this pure source. 

“Millions, aye, hundreds of millions of money are 
lost and thousands of laborers left unemployed by 
ignorant and prejudiced legislation in this land 
against an industry fostered by governmental appro- 
priations and official recognition iu most civilized 
and sane countries. 

“I never knew a horse to bet, though some 
‘gambol on tlie green.’ If a man has the betting in- 
stinct lie can find an outlet in his automobile, in 
the jumping frog of Calaveras, in two marbles rolled 
down a plank, or (I speak only from hearsay as to 
this) in the relation of little bits of pasteboard with 
pictures on them in a stuffy room full of tobacco 
smoke, when he would have no worse temptation 
and more fresh air iu an afternoon’s outing at a 
race course. 

“Hysteria is curable and the king will come to 
his own again in this land of the free, and then 
those who can will buy the best, and the general 
improvement of all classes of horses will be revivi- 
fied. 

METHOD OF RAISING THOROUGHBREDS, 

“A few remarks on tiie method of raising thor- 
oughbreds, which will be found almost equally ap- 
plicable to the rearing of all other kinds of horses, 
and I am done. Abundant food,, kind and gentle 
handling, fresh air and ample range are essentials. 
Tlie oats you don’t feed your colt, which is to race 
at two years old, cost more than what you do feed 
him. 

“The mare should be well nourished during preg- 
nancy, and mare and foal should have abundant food 
and ample range with constant access to fresh water 
and a trough witli salt accessible. Stables should be 
roomy and so well ventilated as to keep tlie animals 
as nearly in the outdoor temperature as passible, 
in order that they do not chill when turned out 
for exercise, which they should have all day in 

winter and day and night in summer, except when 
exceedingly hot at midday. 

“Tlie stables I have found the best for colts from 
weanling to yearling form are built iu a square 

with a court within, the outer walls close to the 

roof, inside boards only tlie height of the heads of 
the animals, and slatted above and open to the 

apex of the roof, likewise slatted above the wains- 
coting which separates the boxes, which should be 
fourteen by fourteen feet each, or larger if conve- 
nient. 

“Stallions should have eight or ten miles of ex- 
ercise on the road daily under saddle and large 
paddocks in which to graze after such exercise. 
Their boxes should be twenty feet square and well 
ventilated. The fences of their paddocks should be 
doubled four and a half to five feet apart to avoid 
tlieir coming in direct contact with each other or 
with other animals. A fence seven feet high of 
tliree-inch plank and one stout scantling nailed flat 
to the top of the fence posts is best. The horse is 
by nature a gregarious animal and should be al- 
lowed to see his kind on every part of the farm. 
With these precautions and a soft-voiced, gentle, 
quiet-mannered groom, no stallion will ever become 
a savage, and many a savage in training will be- 
come as affectionate as a lady’s hackney.”

NOTABLE MARES THAT PRODUCED TWINS 

List Includes Dams of Some of the Most Famous 
Horses in English History. 

The percentage of plural births in uuiparous 
species of animals is about one in a hundred, and 
such an extremely low average admits of the view 
held by some biologists (thougli personally I do not 
share it) that the twinniug character is a freakisli 
rather than a natural attribute of races which 
propogate on the uninarous principle. However, be 
tliis us it may, there is a certain feature uttached 
to this phenomenon which clearly denotes that tlie 
twinning character is anything but a peculiarity de- 
termined by an organic disorder of the generative 
system, - and we therefore must not look upon it as 
one that arose from, and thus may further, physical 
degeneration. 

Every farmer will tell you that a ewe which has 
given birth to twins, or comes from a strain in 
which tliis twinning character is hereditary, has a 
special commercial value, and tliis not solely for the 
reason that two lambs naturally realize more money 
than one, but also because the single produce of a 
normal birth of this particular case of ewes is in 
tlie majority of cases of exceptional quality in re- 
gard to health and general constitution. Few breed- 
ers are apparently aware that also in the mure the 
twinning character is enhancing rather than en- 
croaching upon the breeding value, for otherwise 
one would not hear so often as one does when trying 
to sell mares of this type that twinning mares, as 
a rule, prove rather moderate and unreliable breed- 
ers. If I were to form a stud of my own 1 would 
select broodmares which come from twinning strains 
because one may expect from them exceptionally 
healthy produce, and these will make full amends 
for tlie loss caused by one or several occurences of 
plural births. 

To substantiate this view by the case referred 
to in my previous article, there is tlie mare Lady 
Bawn, coming from a twinning strain, which pro- 
duced such an exceptionally strong horse as Bache- 
lor's Double, and has now given birtli to twin fouls. 
Tliis instance is identical witli quite a number in 
tlie Stud Books, of which I will now mention a few. 

There was once an hereditary tendency of twin- 
ning in tiie Giantess and Horatia lines of tlie No. 6 
Family, but much as I tried I failed to trace its 
origin. It has evinced itself in a most remarkable 
degree. Horatia (1738) gave birth, in 1775, to dead 
twins, by Herod, after having bred, among other 
foals, a nameless filly to Spectator, and Juno to the 
same sire. The former became the dam of the first 
Derby winner, Diomed, and tlie latter bred tlie sec- 
ond Derby winner, Young Eclipse. Muted in 1789 
with Diomed, Giantess produced Young Giantess, the 
dam of Sorcerer, Eleanor (winner of the Derby and 
Oaks), Julia (which bred the Derby winner Phan- 
tom), Cressida (dam of tlie Two Thousand Guineas 
winner Antar, and of tlie Derby winner Priam), and 
a nameless mare, by Walton, which became tlie dam 
of Langur and the Two Thousand Guineas winner 
Nicolo. Iu 1811 Young Giantess bred twins to 

Giles, both of which, together with tlie dam, died 
in foaling. Young Giantess undoubtedly transmitted 
tlie twinning character to her daughter by Walton, 
for the chestnut Nicolo hud a chestnut twin sister 
which was born dead.. 

THE FAMOUS CRUCIFIX ON THE LIST 

I now attach a list of famous mares which 
possessed the twinning character: Woodbine (1791), 
dam of the two Oaks winners. Music and Minuet; 
Crucifix (1837), herself a winner of the Two 
Thousand, One Thousand Guineas and Oaks, and the 
dam of Surplice (winner of the lierliy and St. 
I.a-ger). (’owl and Cltalice, which also had twins, 
and is tlie grauddam of tlie Oaks winner Pietas; 
Ellen Horne (1844), which founded tlie strongest 
lines of tlie No. 1 Family now in existence; Ilyhln 
(1S46). the dam of Mincemeat (winner of the Oaks), 
and of Kettledrum (winner of the Derby); Leger- 
demain (1846), herself a winner of the Cesarewitch, 
and the dam of Toxophilite and Sagitta (winner of 
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the One Thousand Guineas) ; Bassishaw (1847), 
dam of Isoline, which also bred twins, as did her 
daughter, Isoln Belie, the dam of Isonnmy; Queen 
Bertha (1S60), herself a winner of the Oaks, and 
the dam of Spinaway (winner of the One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks, and which also bred twins), 
and of the Wheel of Fortune (winner of the One 
Thousand Guineas and Oaks, and which had twins 
on three occasions): Battaglia ' (1861), tlie dam of 
Lord Gough. Gladiateur’s best son; Rigolboclie 
(1861), the dam of Cremorne and Maibelle; mare 
(1861), by Young Melton — Brown Bess, the dam of 
Quiver (which bred La Fleclie, Memoir and Poly- 
mclus’ dam. Maid Marian); Palma (1864), the dam 
of Isabel (which bred St. Frusquin); Lady Coventr- 
(1865). from which all the famous horses of tlie 
No. 27 Family descend: Poinsettia (1866), tlie dam 
of (Jem of Gems (which bred Le Suncy); Enigma 
(1872), the dam of Tact (which bred the One Thou- 
sand Guineas and Oaks winner Amiable) and of 
| Gravity (which bred William tlie Third); Thistle 
(1875), tlie dam of Common, Goldfinch anil Throstle 
(which bred Missel Thrush); Atalanta (1878), the 
dam of Ayrshire; Sandu (1878), the dam of Sierra 
(which bred Sundridge) and Sainfoin; St. Margue- 
rite (1879), herself a winner of the One Thousand 
Guineas, and tlie dam of Seabreeze, Le Var and 
Itoqiiebiirne (which bred Rock Sand). Sire and dam 
of Rock Sand therefore were the produce of mares 
which carried tlie twinning character. Mother 
Siegel, dam of Minoru, has bred twins, as did sev- 
eral of the best mares of the Agnes family, to wit: 
Wild Agnes, Bonnie Agnes and, last but not least. 
Ornament. 

CASE OF TORMENT OF PARTICULAR INTEREST 

Of particular interest is the case of Torment 
(1850), the dam of the Oaks winner Tormentor, 
and of Laura, which bred Petrarch. Besides these 
two Torment had a filly in 1864 by Orlando, which 
was named B-flat and sent to Germany. There she 
proved one of the most prolific broodmares on 
record, for she had twenty fdhls, and like her dam 
also gave birtli to twins. Tliis curious case tends 
to prove that the twinning disposition is a character 
denoting exceptional stoutness and vitality. I am 
not by any means anxious to take part iu the dis- 
cussion as to how tlie phenomenon of plural births 
can be physiologically and cytologicully explained, 
but I certainly endorse tlie view that the twinning 
character reveals an abnormally — though not by any 
means unsoundly — high development of the sexual 
and generative organism in the female. It may 
therefore be reasonably expected that mares pos- 
sessing the twinning character themselves, or be- 
longing to families in which it has manifested it- 
self before, will not only prove prolific breeders, 
but also producers of remarkably strong and healthy 
offspring. The soundness of this view is also borne 
out by the fact that as a rule the children in such 
families in which twin births have occurred are 
exceptionally healthy and well built. And once we 
come to perceive the nature of the physical features 
attached to the twinning phenomenon we certainly 
must not decry the argument any longer that brood- 
mares which had twins or come from strains in 
which twinning character is proved to be heredi- 
tary deserve special attention. 

There exists undoubtedly a close physiological re- 
lation between prolificacy and twinning. To 
my knowledge the c-ase of Admiration, tlie dam of 
Veneration II. (which bred Craganour and Glorviua). 
Pretty Polly, Admiral Crichton, Admiral Hawke, 
Adera, Cock-a-hoop, Coriander, etc., is the only one 
in the last four volumes of tlie Stud Book of a mare 
having had thirteen living foals in succession in as 
many years. And thus the fact that Pretty Polly 
bred in 1910 twins to Spearmint is not at all strange, 
and one that admits of hope that this wonderful 
mare will succeed in perpetuating her dam’s line 
which, through all the preceding seventeen genera- 
tions from the original female, was not represented 
by a single winner of note, though by a number of 
sterling good broodmares, above all Banter, the dam 
of Touchstone and grauddam of Macaroni. 

Gaze, tlie dam of Admiration, laid nine living 
fouls in ten years, and so little was thought of her 
breeding qualifications that she was subsequently 
drafted out and sold as a hack. The exquisite breed- 
ing merits of Admiration thus undoubtedly have becu 
determined by the sire element of 8arabaml, and 
indeed, tlie late Major Loder’s grand mare took not 
ouly in coat-colors but also in several other charac- 
teristics after the soil of Muncaster. as did Pretty 
Polly, which certainly is not so typical of Gallinule 
ns the majority of the sire’s chestnuts.- -Boulanger 
in London Sporting Life.

GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



Allied troops on tlie northern end of tlie front 
in France and Belgium yesterday were driving into 
the German line from west of Ghent jiast Tournui 
to Valenciennes. This is tlie line of the Scheldt 
and two of the important points on it — Tournui 
and Valenciennes — are almost within the grasp of 
tlie British, says the summary of tlie Associated 
Press. German resistance is' stiffening between 
Touruai and Valenciennes, the southern end of tlie 
eighty-mile line from Valenciennes to tlie Dutch 
frontier. The British armies, however, continue to 
progress. Ourcq, within less than a mile of Tour- 
nai on tlie west, has been captured and the British 
hold Iat Seutiuelle, oue mile west of Valenciennes. 
North of Touruai the Britisli are along tlie Scheldt 
on a front of five miles, and north and south of tliis 
sector rapidly are gaining the western bank of the 
river. Between Valenciennes and Le Uateau the 
British maintain their pressure anil have readied 
the Ecaillon river at Thiaut. southwest of Valen- 
ciennes. French forces continue tlieir pressure *>u 
the front from the junction of tlie Oise and tlie 
Serre eastward to Vouziers. On the extreme left 
they have advanced north of the Serre. East of tlie 
Aisne at Vouziers the Germans have ceased tlieir 
violent efforts to dislodge the French from import- 
ant hill iiositions. The French here are in a posi- 
tion to outflank the Germans facing the Ameri> ms 
on the sector west of the Meqse, which accounts 
for tlie strong German efforts to drive the Fre ich 
back. General Gouraud's men. however, have <e- 
feated all enemy attacks.

To tlie gallows witli the guilty, whoever 
they may la-:” Tlie socialist Arbeiter Zeituug of 
Vienna urges tlie German socialists to punish tlie 
“chief culprits” without mercy, adding: "When tlie 
German soldiers return home frond the trendies, 
after four years of unparalleled suffering, there 
will be a reckoning for the people who have led 
them to this catastrophe.

THOSE WHO HUNT MUST KNOW LAW j f. 



Hunters Are Cautioned to Note the Dates of Open 
Seasons Under Federal and State Laws. 

Washington. D. C., October 22. — In making their 
plans to shoot migratory waterfowl, hunters will 
il.i well to note the dates of oiien seasons under 
Imtli federal and state laws. This caution by the 
United States Department of Agriculture results 
from evidence of confusion in the minds of some 
sportsmen iu regard to the opening of the season 
when the dates conflict under state and federal 
laws. 

The federal law and regulations limit the seasons 
before and after which no one may shoot these 
birds. If a state law opens the season later or 
closes it earlier than the dates prescribed by the 
federal regulations, the season in that state is just 
so much further shortened. Special attention is 
called to The fact that tin- federal regulations do 
not authorize anyone to limit or kill migratory 
birds contrary to the state law. 

IN ILLINOIS, FOR EXAMPLE. 

In certain states, as, for example. Illinois. In- 
diana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Missouri and South 
Dakota, the season for shooting migratory water- 
fowl under the state law would open prior to tin- 
date of opening under the fisleral regulations were 
it not for the fact that the fisleral regulations su- 
percede state laws iu such case of conflict and 



prescrilie for these states September 16 as the 
beginning of the o|ien season. " 

Under the migratory bird treaty act regulations 
it is lawful to hunt waterfowl (except wood 
ducks, eider ducks and swans, for which there is 
110 open season), rails, coot, gallinules, Wilson 
snipe or jaeksnipe, black-bellied and golden plovers, 
yellowlegs. woodcock and mourning or white-winged 
doves during the open seasons prescribed by the 
regulations. The several states, however, are au- 
thorized under the treaty act still further to pro- 
tect migratory birds. 

SALE PROHIBITED. 

Under the treaty act and regulations the sale 
of all migratory birds, other than propagated wa- 
terfowl. is prohibited throughout the United States 
except for scientific or propagating purposes. Maxi- 
mum hag limits are also prescrilied and, when 
permitted by state law. two days’ limit of migra- 
tory birds may be shipi*eil or transported from one 
state tn another in a calendar week. Hunters are 
especially advised to familiarize themselves with 
the provisions of the new act and regulations, copies 
of which or other in formation eoucerning which 
may Is- hail p v ...mimunicut ing with the bureau of 
biological survey. United States Department of 
Agriculture, Washington, D. C. 

Tin* organization of the department for enforcing 
lie- provisions of the new law is practically com- 
pleted throughout the country unit the act grants 
the necessary jiolice |>owers for its proper enforce- 
ment. The maximum penalties prescribed for vio- 
lation of the provisions of the new act are $500 
fine or six mouths’ imprisonment, or both.

DRAFT OF 1918 AND THE SIXTIES 

The wonderful contrast between tlie draft of 191S 
and the draft of the sixties is vividly called to 
attention in an editorial in the Louisville Courier- 
Journal of Monday. October 21, which is well worth 
reading and is as follows: 

Wliat a contrast is offered by the circumstances 
of the draft in 1918 and the draft of tlie sixties! 

The politicians who harangued Congress upon the 
unsuitability of drafting boys 18 years old wore not 
many when the recent man-power bill was up for 
discussion. Their arguments were seed sown iqion 
stones. Their memories were short. They forgot 
that 18 was the accepted minimum in the Civil 
War in tlie north and the south less than sixty 
years ago. ^ 

When tlie Union “conscription bill” was passed 
in 1*63 a decision of tlie Supreme Court was neces- 
sary* to uphold the hands of Congress. One hill 
had Ih‘!.|i declared by tlie Democrats unconstitutional 
and their arguments carried sueh weight that tlie 
Republicans fell back upon the “right to raise 
armies” and passed a bill calling all able-bodied 
men between 18 and 45. Slackers were plentiful, 
upholders of slackers were numerous and noisy. 
Drafted men could buy exemption for $30U or litre 
substitutes. Mobs undertook to resist the draft. The 
Citv of New York was held for two days by tlie 
draft dodgers and their sympathizers. Commuta- 
tions. exemptions, "bounty jumping” reduced a 
draft of 3.<KKUXKl.fkM> men to KKMHJO men actually 
obtained and employed under tlie draft. Tlie rich, 
s|M-aking generally, paid their $300 and the poor 
were so hostile to tlie draft that Governor Seymour, 
of New York, urged at Washington tlie postpone- 
meut of the draft “because of popular excitement.” 
When tlie drafting liegan a mob marched through the 
streets of New York, throwing paving stones through 
windows, smashing furniture, dubbing draft officers, 
setting buildings on fire and defending hydrants 
against firemen that the flames might rage un- 
checked. 

Negroes were stoned to death in tlie streets, 
charged with being tlie cause of tlie war, or hanged 
to lamp posts. Restaurants and hotels employing 
negro waiters were smashed and looted. A negro 
orphan asylum was raided and set on fire. The 
860 inmates were driven into the streets. Tlie fur- 
niture was stolen. Men with sledge hammers 
broke open the Second Avenue Armory to secure 
muskets, drove tlie defending isiliee from tlie build- 
ing and applied the torch. A 1110b. operating in 
lower New York, atienipted to burn tlie Tribune 
because it was edited by Horace Greeley, a leading 
abolitionist. An entire block on Broadway was 
1 turned because tlie draft office was in one of tlie 
buildings iu the block. Negro quarters were burned 
and the murder of negroes was the pastime of the 
uiob. An army officer who laid dispersed a mob 
sprained his ankle and stepped into a drug store for 
assistance. Tlie druggist ordered him out. The 
mob set 11 1 k ill him, killed him and dragged his liody 
up and down the street, trampling it and mutilat- 
ing it. It became necessary to suspend the draft. 
About 500 persons were killed in the riots and an 
army was required to. restore peace. ■ 

Americans differed about the right of states to 
secede, about tlie right to comiiel the abolition of 
slavery, about the necessity for war. They were, 
moreover, enraged by Hie circumstances of a draft 
which favored the well-to-do class and throw the 
burden of service ii|«>u R,,. pcuuiless. New York 
was not alone in its attitude of hostility to the 
draft, although its conduct was worse than that of 
other northern cities.

tend, and will not permit, class favoritism, and 
they are unanimous in their indorsement of the 
prosecution of a necessary and a glorious war for 
liberty. This was illustrated by tlie circumstances 
of the drafts made under tlie first man-power hill. 
Tlie circumstances of the drafts made under the 
second bill will provide further and, if possible, 
more striking proof of the solidarity of the people 
iu behalf of the war. 

A nation strong in money, in material, in men 
ami in the mood that America is in does not fail. 
It should be remembered forever, and it will be re- 
corded iu liistories written by Americans, as well 
as in liistories written by Europeans, that the 
defense of tlie Britisli and the French against the 
Germans in the earlier years of the war marked 
those nations as- being fully as heroic as any na- 
tion which fought a war of self-defense iu ancient 
or in modern times. No legendary hero held liis 
ground more firmly or fought better than did tlie 
officers and the men of the rank and file in the 
British and French armies which met the shock of 
tlie German invasion and beat back what seemed 
a shoreless sea of perfectly trained and iierfectly 
armed men in 1914 and in 1&15. 

Americans who pow may be inclined to under- 
estimate tlie heroism and the effectiveness of the 
British and tlie French prior to our entrance into 
the war will be chastened when they read im- 
partial history, but tlie spirit in which America 
entered the war left nothing to is; desired. The 
rapid preparation, tlie swift dispatch of a great 
overseas army, the magnificent mobilization of re- 
sources and civilian man power for war service set 
an example for an admiring world. Every resource 
lias responded us the men called under the draft 
are responding, modestly, gladly, -promptly, con- 
fidently. Tiiere has been' nothing quite like it in 
history. 

The record, as finally written, will not show 
that liar American soldier - fought more courage- 
ously than tlie Britisli “Tommy” or the French 
"T'oilu,” but that ho fought as courageously, when 
his turn came, and that lie had at his back a 
civilian population ready to go all lengths to scud 
him overseas and see him through. 

THEY WANT TO KNOW WHY 

“Why did we ever raid London and Paris?” 
1 liis is said to lie a frequent lamenting question 
in the mouths of Germans living in tlie towns 
where raids have comb home to roost. It is at 
least a recognition of the fact that what is now 
being executed upon them is the villainy which 
they themselves taught. In so far. it is more re- 
spectable than the cowardly attitude and disgust- 
ing hypocrisy of some of tlie officials of the Rhine 
cities. They ‘have been passing resolutions' calling 
upon the German government to seek an agreement 
with the allies whereby places behind tlie lines 
shall la- exempt from aerial bombing. That this is 
both impudent and indecent does not seem to occur 
to those simple-minded and panic-stricken burgo- 
masters. Did one of them ever raise so much as 
a whispered protest when Antwerp was bombed? 
Did they do anything but rub their hands in gloat- 
ing satisfaction when news came of women and chil- 
dren in London being killed by German air raiders? 
it i* only when bombs drop in their own streets 
that they awake to the horror of wliat Germany be- 
81111 ami lias kept up with all her h right. It is, 

a fearful thing— this dealing out of death to 

iioiicoiubatants — but the Germans would cut a bet- 
ter figure if they took their own medicine without 
■’ll this whining. If the allies learned bombing 
from them, they might at least learn how* to endure, 
it w ith tlie unshaken nerve of Enfitebtnent or the 
b’ u . v defiance of France.— New York Evening Post. 



One of the things which Germany fears most is 
the loss of her African colonies. They are the most 
tangible realization of her desire for ”a place in 
the sun.” We know from the Liehnowsky memor- 
andum that before the war she was negotiating 
with Great Britain for an Economic-political sphere 
of interest in Portuguese East Africa and that a 
member of the British cabinet said to Prince Licb- 
nowsky: "We don't wnnt to grudge Germany her 

colonial development.” 

A condition of the impudent peace offer to Bel- 
gium the other day was that the Belgian govern- 
ment should urge the retention of her African 
colonies by Germany after the war. This plea lias 
been favorably regarded by the pacifist element in 
the allied countries, ever eager to save Germany 
from punishment for her crimes. It is wortli 
while, therefore, to emphasize the reasons why 
Germany should lose for all time the foothold she 
lias gained in Africa. They are set forth clearly 
and conclusively in a report which lias Just been 
issued as a Parliamentary Blue Book— a report 
which is tlie more impressive because it is not an 
argument, but a plain statement of facts. 

Tlie accuracy of these facts is indisputable. The 
evidence is drawn from German judicial and ad- 
ministrative practice set forth in German offieinl 
documents, from writings by recognized German 
authorities and from sworn statements, both by 
Europeans familiar with tlie country and by native 
chiefs. 

That the German colonial rule lias been character- 
ized by the eruel exploitation of the natives is, in- 
deed, well known; the notorious Dr. Peters was a 
flagrant example of German methods. But it is 
worth while at this moment that the memory of tlie 
civilized world should be refreshed on this point. 
Germany lias shown tlie cloven hoof in Africa, as in 
every oilier spot which her Kultur has contaminated. 
She has made an unbroken record of official bad 
faith and aggression, of private oppression and 
cruelty. This document shows clearly that Ger- 
many can never be trusted to deal justly or hu- 
manely with inferior peoples. Other nations, it Is 
true, have sins to answer for in this respect, but 
in the case of Germany alone lias there been de- 
liberate and systematic disregard of even the com- 
monest human rights. 

Tlie customary proceedings, when Germany wished 
to extend her influence over native tribes or peoples, 
was first to enter into agreements with the chiefs. 
But these agreements were kept only until Germany 
was strongly enough established to repudiate them. 
They were, in the words of a German colonial 
governor, “dealt with uniformly without regard to 
their stipulated details.” Thus the tribes were all, 
“whether this was arranged for in the agreements 
or not, made subject to German laws and German 
jurisdiction, and received German garrisons.” 

It might be argued that this deception was in- 
tended for their good, that German laws and Ger- 
man garrisons promoted their welfare and developed 
their resources. Unfortunately for this theory, the 
records show that German rule was brutal and 
tyrannous^ that natives could not get justice in 
German courts; that native offences were punished 
by floggings, by executions, carried out in a man- 
ner “which would have beeu considered as brutal 
two hundred years ago.” Some of tlie stories told 
in tlie report would be wellnigh incredible were it 
not for wliat has taken place in Belgium and 
northern France under our own eyes. And if a 
tribe, like the Hereros, was goaded into rebellion, 
orders were given to exterminate it. “Kill every 
one of them and take no prisoners,” the German 
commander said. 

Let us keep these facts — a few among many given 
in the report — iu mind when the mushy-headed senti- 
mentalists begin to press for the return to German 
domination of races she lias so brutally and de- 
spicably abused. — New York Tribune. 

CATCHING IMMENSE SPEARFISH 

A New York correspondent in the Sun writes that 
a 314 pound “Marlin swordfish,” captured by James 
W. Jump, was placed in tlie list of tlie season’s 
prize winners at Avalon, Cal., as “breaking the 
world’s record.” It may lie that the record was 
broken so far as light tackle is concerned — breaking 
at eighteen pounds. 

I have received a photograph of Commodore Jump’s 
catch. It is not a swordfish at all, but a Japanese 
spearfisli. or Pacific spearfish, with tlie prominent 
characteristic of transverse stripes. It further dif- 
fers lrom the swordfish in having a roundish instead 
of a flat sword, and rudimentary scales of which 
tlie swordfish is destitute. 

The matter is further established by the follow- 
ing statement in “Copeia.” tlie official magazine 
of the American Society of Ichthyologists and Her- 
petologists: 

“T. S. Manning of Avalon, Cal., the secretary 
of tlie Tuna Club, furnishes some interesting notes. 
Two hundred and fifty-one specimens of the Japa- 
nese spearfish. Tetraptums mitzukurii have been 
taken at Avalon in the last seven years. Their 
average weight is 182 pounds; the largest in 1916 
weighed 340 iniuuds and measured 10 feet and 10 
incites. 

“Mr. Manning has a photograph of one taken in 
Hawaii said to have weighed 736 pounds. Tims 
far no spearfish lias been recorded from Hawaii and 
this weight seems gigantic. The largest swordfish 
taken at Avalon weighed 377 pouuds and was 11 
feet 11 inches long. 

“Mr. Manning sends specimens of a fish caught 
in great schools at San Clemente and never noticed 
by any one iu that region liefore. It is the short- 
nosed saury, Colobis brevirostris, of which hitherto 
less than a dozen specimens have been known.

The spearfish and swordfish have identical habits 
so far as ramming boats is concerned. All comers 
look alike to them. Goode mentions recorded 
weights for tlie latter ranging from 800 to 1,500 
pounds. It is evidently the young Japanese spear- 
fish which go rubbernecking far from the tropical 
home waters.

DEER PLEN TIFUL IN N EW JERSEY 

Trenton, N. J., October 22. — Deer hunters have 
found the game plentiful in tlie New Jersey woods, 
according to retiorts reaching the State Fish and 
Game Commission at the statehouse from various 
sections of South Jersey, where deer is to be mostly 
found. Several hunters have given out tlie state- 
ment, concerning the killing of a number of fine 
big bucks, one being a 200 - pounder having twelve 
tines. 

Tlie commission has not yet received any reports 
on injury to hunters, which is said to be remark- 
able in consideration of the thick foliage that is 
still in the woods and which increases the danger of 
accidents. Only three more days remain for deer 
hunting in the state — the last. Wednesday of this 
month and tile first Wednesday of November. 

It is said that heavier kills can he expected as 
soon as tlie foliage is thinned out, and that there 
have been no fires worthy of attention started by 
the hunters. The fire warden's bureau of the State 
Department of Conservation and Development is 
giving attention to fires in the woods to prevent 
duplication of past conflagrations. 



Man Finishing Last in Swimming Race in France 
Receives Greater Welcome than the Winner. 

Sport and war were strangely mingled in the 
recent annual swimming race in the River Seine, 
the big sport event of the year in Paris. The hero 
of the race down the Seine through Paris, a distance 
of about Reven and one-third miles, was not the 
winner, but the man who finished last of the male 
competitors. He was Charles Nungesser, the cham- 
pion aviator, who, though still hampered by wounds 
not yet completely healed— his left leg, in fact, 
became useless early in tlie race — persevered to the 
end and finished in three hours anil forty-three min- 
utes, receiving a greater welcome from the thou- 
sands lining the banks than even the winner. 

Tlie French are not usually regarded as ail ath- 
letic nation, but this race, organized every year, 
attracted thirty-one entries, of whom twenty-eight 
started and twenty -two (thirteen men and nine 
women) finished, without counting tlie veteran 
George Paulus, age 58, the winner of this event in 
1905, who gave an exhibition swim, coming in 
sixth. 

The winner was George Michel, a gunner in tlie 
heavy artillery, whose time was three hours and 
three minutes. The first woman to arrive, Suzanne 
Wurtz, came in sixth in throe hours and nineteen 
minutes, followed by Juliette Gardelle in three 
hours and twenty-one minutes. Women took tlie 
twelfth, fifteenth, eighteenth, twentietii und twenty - 
first places, the last but one being a little girl, 
Henriette Gardelle, only 13 years old, who with a 
handicap of half an hour finished in four hours and 
forty-three minutes. 



HELP NEEDED IN WASHINGTON 

Help is still urgently needed by the government 
departments in Washington. There are available 
jobs ranging from $540 a year for junior aid up to 
$3,500 for pulp and paper engineer, announced by 
the Civil Service Commission. 

Inspectors of telephone equipment are needed. 
The salary is $1,800 a year. Only men are eligi- 
ble. Applicants must be high-school graduates and 
must have had three years’ experience in manufac- 
turing, testing or installing telephones. Inspectors 
of telegraph equipment who have equal familiarity 
with that work will be paid $1,800 a year. The 
pay for inspectors of radio equipment is the same, 
and inspectors of vehicles, including automobiles, 
will receive $1,500.- Salaries of $1,500 are offered 
for inspectors of field glasses who are familiar with 
the work. 

Laboratory assistants and aids in the Bureau of 
Standards are also in demand. They will receive 
from $900 to $1,080 a year, according to experience, 
and both men and women are eligible. More highly 
qualified laboratory assistants may receive entrance 
salaries of $1,200 to $1,380 a year. 

Men who want to become apprentice fish cultur- 
ists, at entrance salaries of $600 to $9t>0 a year, 
may take examinations at various places iu tlie 
United States on November 20 and December 11. 
High-school graduates can find places at $540 to 
$720 a year as junior aids ill the Bureau of Stand- 
ards. 

A vacancy in the Forest Products Laboratory at 
Mudisou, Wis., will be filled by the Civil Service 
Commission, which is seeking a pulp and paper en- 
gineer at a salary of $3,500 u year. Applicants 
wiU not be assembled for examination, but will be 
rated on sworn statements of education und exper- 
ience and corroborative evidence obtained by the 
commission. Applications should reach the com- 
mission by tlie closing hour on October 29. 

There is a continuous demand for bookkeepers. 
The basic salary is $1,000 a year. Apimintmeuts 
may be made at higher or lower salaries, according 
to experience and the results of examinations, which 
are given every Tuesday. 

The Department of Agriculture needs plant pathol- 
ogists, male and female, at salaries of $1,200 to 
$2,400 a year, and assistants in plant nutrition at 
$1,380 a year. Applications should be prepared 
promptly. 

Locksmiths are wanted by the Post-Office De- 
partment and in the Treasury Department at $3.50 
a day and $1,000 a year respectively. Tlie exami- 
nation is set for November 5. Women are eligible 
for appointment as copyist topographic draftsmen as 
well as men. These positions pay $1,100 to $2,000 
a year. 

Editorial clerk examinations will be given No- 
vember 20 and December 11, and salaries are set 
at $1,200 and $1,600 a year. Women may apply for 
these positions. Men only, however, may apply for 
the position of inspector of dairy products at $1,800 
to $2,400 a year. 

Good jobs for qualified men are available iu the 
Forest Service, which seeks an industrial s]iecialist 
in forest products. Salaries range from $1,500 to 
$3,500, according to education and ex|>erience. 
Toluol experts (men only) can get $1,800 to $3,000 
a year. An investigator iu seed marketing is wanted 
at a salary of $2,250 to $3,000 a year. Men who 
want jobs on Indian reservations in Oklahoma can 
find work as oil gaugers, if they have had the re- 
quired experience, at salaries of $1,200 to $1,800 
annually. 

Physicians are needed for the Panama Canal; 
junior engineers are needed by the Reclamation 
Service at $900 to $1,500 a year, anil insjiectors 
of engineering material are required by tlie Navy 
Department at $4.48 to $5.92 a day. 

Jobs open alike to meu and women include those 
of balance of stores clerk. Ordnance Department, at 
$1,200 to $1,600 a year; assistant engineer of tests. 
Navy Department, $3.76 to $4.96 a day, and assist-* 
nut in the pathological laboratory. Bureau of Plant 
Industry, $1,800 u year.
